Police rebuke

Edmonton Police won’t identify 
an officer they told Metro Wed¬ 
nesday has been disciplined for 
comments on Twitter — com¬ 
ments made to a homeless ad¬ 
vocacy group which, they said, 
were off tone and lacked profes¬ 
sionalism. 

On Tuesday, @innercityyeg, a 
Twitter handle used by a group 
of frontline workers from sev¬ 
eral agencies in the city, tweeted 
about news that Edmonton was 
hiring 49 more police officers. 

“Please no more police!” 
@innercityyeg tweeted. 


A response came from an 
unidentified police officer 
with access to the Twitter handle, 
@eps_csi. 

“Riight. And your solution to 
massive growing population, 
terrorist threats to our malls, 
more guns, drugs & violence 
is?” the unidentified police 
officer tweeted. 

The CSI account is one of 21 
Edmonton police Twitter ac¬ 
counts, said police officials Wed¬ 
nesday. Some of the accounts are 
for individual officers; others 
are for units within the force, 
they said. 

Following the EPS CSI Unit 
tweet, Inner City Frontline re¬ 
sponded, writing that more 
money for social problems 
would help. 

“So basically, if ppl like you 
did your jobs properly, we would 
need less police. So why don’t 
you do your jobs properly?” the 
police officer responded. 

Asked specifically about the 
interaction, police spokesperson

Patrycia Thenu and the force’s 
social media head, Landis Kine 
Donahue, said they “didn’t 
know” which officer in the CSI 
unit had written the tweets. 

Kine Donahue said the inter¬ 
action, nonetheless, broke EPS 
policy. Later, Kine Donahue and 
Thenu revealed that a male offi¬ 
cer has been “talked to” for the 
interaction. 

No details were provided of 
what discipline the officer faced, 
nor was his identity revealed. 

Daniel Johnson, a researcher 
and member of the Inner City 
Group, said his tweet was trying 
to illustrate that police are often 
insensitive.

Mother says 
‘skin-to-skin’ 
is 'best feeling 
in the world’

Even though it was her third 
baby, Edmonton mother Amy 
Oliver called her latest birth 
unlike any other. 

After a C-section deliv¬ 
ery, Oliver had her new¬ 
born daughter Blakely placed 
on her chest to experience 
skin-to-skin contact. Oliver 
and her daughter were the 
first to take advantage of a 
new pilot project launched 
at the Grey Nuns Hospi¬ 
tal, as the facility works to 
achieve an international ac¬ 
creditation for baby-friendly 
initiatives. 

“My other two (children) 
were C-sections as well, and 
Dad always got baby right 
away,” Oliver said about 
her recent delivery. “This 
time, once they took her out, 
cleaned her up and wrapped 
her, they brought her dir¬ 
ectly to me and put her right 
on me. 

“It was the best feeling in 
the world.” 

Sheri McKenzie, program 
manager at the Grey Nuns, 


said this isn’t the first time 
the hospital has offered skin- 
to-skin for mothers delivering 
by C-section, but it is a part 
of the latest attempt to es¬ 
tablish a set of protocols to 
allow for mother-baby bond¬ 
ing immediately after the 
child is born in the operating 
room. 

“We do skin-to-skin with 
all of our normal deliveries, 
or most of them. In the (oper¬ 
ating room), it is a new in¬ 
itiative that we’ve piloted 
before, but we’re trying to 
re-establish it to get it sus¬ 
tainable,” McKenzie said. 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization lists skin-to-skin 
contact as an important 
step to take after childbirth 
and included it in the Baby 
Friendly Initiative — a global 
program launched in 1991. 
Grey Nuns and Misericordia 
Community Hospital have 
joined together in an effort 
to achieve the baby-friendly 
accreditation. 

McKenzie said some of the 
challenges of doing skin-to- 
skin in the operating room 
include ensuring the mom 
stays stable following sur¬ 
gery, along with cleanliness 
concerns. 

Over the next month, the 
hospital will be offering skin- 
to-skin for C-section births, 
while trying to find ways to 
make the option sustainable 
for all operating room de¬ 
liveries.

What's next for the old barn 
when the new arena opens? 

A much-anticipated report 
with recommendations for 
the future of Rexall Place 
was released Wednesday. 

What did the report say? 

The report recommends re¬ 
purposing the building and 
getting out of the big-arena 
business. There are a lot of 
options discussed in the 
report, including making it 
more of a convention space 
or community recreation 
facility, but it's definitely not 
going to compete with the 
new arena. "Competition 
will not work in a city of our 
size," said Tim Reid, North¬ 
lands CEO. 

Could it be demolished? 

The report concludes that 
if the building can't be re¬ 
purposed it has to be torn 
down. Mayor Don Iveson 
said he hopes to find new 
uses, but for the commun¬ 
ity's sake it can't just be 
mothballed. "If we can't find 
a solution that keeps that 
building active and vibrant 
it cannot be boarded up. It 
can not be derelict." 

What about the Oilers? 

The master agreement 
with the Oilers for the new 
downtown arena prohibits 
the city from investing in 
Rexall Place if it is going to 
be a sports or entertain¬ 
ment facility. All sides said 
there was a new spirit of co¬ 
operation, but Oilers vice¬ 
chair Bob Nicholson said 
it was too early to know if 
they would insist on that 
part of the deal being en¬ 
forced. METRO

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Fitness startup hits the big 
time with bevy of options

Yoga today, spinning class 
tomorrow and how about a 
bootcamp Saturday? That’s the 
idea behind an innovative ap¬ 
proach to fitness set to launch 
in Edmonton and Calgary at 
the end of the month. 

The concept is 
simple: users pay 
a monthly mem¬ 
bership and are 
able to access a 
number of bou¬ 
tique fitness stu¬ 
dios and group 
classes through¬ 
out their city. 

Founder and 

University of Alberta MBA stu¬ 
dent Tim Gourlay said he was 
motivated to create the fitness 
subscription after he noticed 
the cost of exercising was rak¬ 
ing up. 

“My wife and I are pretty 
active people and we were 
spending $250 to $300 a month 
on fitness classes to attend the 
group classes we wanted to,” 
he said. “We’d always have an 
unlimited membership to one

studio and then we’d just cariy 
punch passes or pay drop-in 
rates to go the other classes.” 

With support from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s EHub and 
Startup Edmonton, Gourlay 
was able to take his idea and 
turn it into Split Fit — offering 
Edmontonians a subscription 
to a selection of boutique fit¬ 
ness studios for one flat rate. 

While the initial business 
design had the right idea, 
Gourlay said he had to main¬ 
tain the requests himself, lim¬ 
iting the number of people 
who could access the mem¬ 
bership. 

“I built this product on a 
veiy beta basis that wasn’t real¬ 
ly able to scale,” said Gourlay. 

Now partner¬ 
ing with east¬ 
ern Canada’s 
Fitset, Gourlay 
and his Calgary 
counterpart Brit¬ 
tany Wickham 
will be able to 
offer users a 
more stream¬ 
lined member¬ 
ship for $99 a month. 

“(Working with FitSet), it’s 
going to allow us to add more 
studios, more users, really con¬ 
nect us to a much stronger 
digital-marketing strategy,” 
he said. 

So far in Edmonton, Blitz 
Conditioning, Barre Body and 
CrossFit Armouiy are on board. 
In Calgary, pass users can ac¬ 
cess Ironside Fitness, Yoga Stu¬ 
dio South and Vita Fitness.

Edmonton’s entire LRT system 
will be shut down again on Sun¬ 
day to “accommodate signalling 
system testing” for the long-de¬ 
layed Metro Line LRT. 

Buses will replace the LRT ser¬ 
vice on April 19 as workers test 
out the signalling. 

City officials did not provide 
an update to Metro on Wednes¬ 
day on the handover from To¬ 
ronto-based Thales Group, after 
they announced two weeks ago 
they were waiting for documents 
from the signalling contractor. 

At that time, 20 items were 
missing from those handed to 
the city, according to LRT con¬ 
struction head Wayne Mandiylc, 
and Thales was expected to sub¬ 
mit them before the city could 
consider accepting the work as 
complete. 

City officials have hinted at 
a May opening date for the LRT 
but have yet to lock down a date 
for the start of service for the 
$665-million Metro Line. 

Thales does not receive a 
“large portion” of their pay¬ 
ment until there’s a successful 
operation of the system for six 
months and a year.

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean is 
kicking one of his candidates to 
the curb after a troubling post 
was discovered online accusing 
“gay activists” of pushing their 
agenda into churches. 

Russ Kuykendall, the Wil¬ 
drose candidate for Calgary- 
Varsity, was not yet officially 
endorsed by the party. Jean 
said after receiving his vetting 
package that he will be look¬ 
ing for a new standard-bearer. 

“I just received back this 
morning at 11 a.m. his vetting 
package and I spoke with Russ 
just this afternoon, and we are 
currently seeking a new can¬ 


didate for Calgary-Varsity,” 
he said in an interview with 
Metro. 

In a blog post for the West¬ 
ern Standard, Kuykendall 
wrote about the 2007 Mayor’s 
Pride Brunch, an annual event 
in support of Camp FYrefly, and 
accused organizers of want¬ 
ing to provoke a reaction by 
holding it at the St. Andrew’s 
Centre. 

“The message that appears 


to be sent to Catholic Chris¬ 
tians who don’t accept this 
‘lifestyle’ as acceptable is that 
‘equality’ means that gay ac¬ 
tivists can take their agenda 
not just to your front door but 
inside the door to places that 
are consecrated to the Catholic 
faith, with uniformed police 
officers (!) exercising state co¬ 
ercion to defend that right!” 
reads the post. 

Jean said the Wildrose will 


be working for all Albertans 
and that Kuykendall does not 
meet their standard. 

“We’re focused on our five 
priorities and we’re going to 
make sure that our five pri¬ 
orities reflect that we will be 
governing for all Albertans 
equally,” he said. “He does not 
meet what we require for the 
standard of our candidates.” 

Former Wildrose leader 
Danielle Smith faced a swell 
of criticism during the 2012 
provincial campaign when she 
refused to toss Edmonton can¬ 
didate Allan Hunsperger after 
a controversial blog post of his 
surfaced. 

In it, Hunsperger warned 
that Satan was setting a “trap” 
for gays and lesbians and if 
they didn’t change their ways 
they would “suffer the rest of 
eternity in the lake of fire, 
hell.” 

Kuykendall couldn’t immedi¬ 
ately be reached for comment 
Wednesday.

A Supreme Court decision could 
put a stop to the interfaith pray¬ 
ers that open city-council meet¬ 
ings. 

The court ruled that the read¬ 
ing of a Catholic prayer at coun¬ 
cil meetings in Saguenay, Que., 
infringes on freedom of con¬ 
science and religion. 

Canadian society has evolved 
and given rise to a ’’concept of 
neutrality according to which 
the state must not interfere in 
religion and beliefs,” the judg¬ 
ment said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city is reviewing the decision 
but said the city’s approach is 
different in that it welcomes 
people of all religious traditions. 

“What we do is an interfaith 
prayer, so we are trying to in¬ 
clude all expressions of faith,” 
he said. 

He said he hopes it continues. 

“It’s a valuable recognition 
of the diversity of expressions 
of faith you find in Edmonton,” 
he said. 

City clerk Alayne Sinclair 
confirmed the city’s law branch 
is reviewing the decision. 

She said the city has an open

Ottawa Mayor Jim Watson 
suspended prayers at a 
city-council meeting Wed¬ 
nesday pending a review 
of the decision, while 
the mayor of Levis, Que., 
said he'll do the same at 
a council meeting next 
week.

'NOT SUSTAINABLE' 

Ministry drops 
more hints of 
major changes 
for sector

Post-secondaiy proponents often 
fixate on a 2013 slashing of prov¬ 
incial operating grants, but the 
actual dollars invested in the 
sector have far exceeded the rate 
of growth over the past decade. 

In 2013-14, the last complete 
year of schooling on record, the 
province provided $2.2 billion 
in total operating funds to 28 
institutions, a 77 per cent in¬ 
crease over the amount doled 
out a decade prior. 

“This equals a yearly aver¬ 
age funding increase of 7.7 per 
cent,” reads a statement from 
the province prior to the elec¬ 
tion be called this month. 

“Annual funding increas¬ 
es of this magnitude are not 
sustainable, which has been 
highlighted by our current fis¬ 
cal challenges due to the price 
of oil. 

“This is why we are talking 
about working with Campus 
Alberta partners to ensure the 
system is financially sustain¬ 
able, accessible and focused on 
excellence.” 

The comments appear to be 
the latest hint towards a major 
shift in how Alberta’s post-sec¬ 
ondaiy sector is funded. 

The day the provincial budget 
dropped, the ministry began 
posting messages to social 
media pointing out that while 
Alberta universities receive al¬ 
most 58 per cent of their operat¬ 


ing revenue from government, 
schools in Ontario receive just 
42 per cent. 

As well, A recent study by 
the Higher Education Qual¬ 
ity Council of Ontario found 
Alberta spends more per uni¬ 
versity student than any other 
province — nearly $44,000 — 
yet only achieves better results 
than Saskatchewan and Quebec. 

Navneet Khinda, chairwoman 
of the Council of Alberta Uni¬ 


versity Students, said breaking 
down post-secondaiy funding 
to a per-student level doesn’t 
make sense because it doesn’t 
factor in steep costs for those 
involved in research. 

She conceded that students 
she represents are better funded 
than some in other parts of the 
country but said outcomes are 
lacking because the province 
has identified strong goals for 
the sector.

METROTALKS BRIAN JEAN 


AS PART OF METRO'S EDITORIAL PANEL WITH PARTY LEADERS FIGHTING TO BE 
ALBERTA'S PREMIER, WE SIT DOWN WITH THE HEAD OF THE WILDROSE PARTY 


'WE NEED TO 
FOCUS ON 
RESULTS' 


In the first of a series of edi¬ 
torial boards with the major 
party leaders, the Wildrose's 
Brian Jean sat down with 
Metro reporters and editors 
to explain his vision for the 
province. Here's what he 
said, issue by issue: 

HEALTH CARE 

Jean sees a broken system 
with too many layers of ap¬ 
proval getting in the way of 
patient care. 

“Over the last 10 years 
that amount of managers 
has doubled, but the need for 
health care has not doubled,” 
he said. 

Jean has promised to dra¬ 
matically trim the ranks of 
managers and consultants 
at Alberta Health Services. 
He said many managers in 
the system are there only to 
create paperwork. 

“We believe by removing 
that layer of bureaucracy, we 
will actually get more service 
and better service to the front¬ 
line,” he said. 

He said there is also no 
need for the health-care levy. 

“We already pay 46 or 47 
per cent of our entire budget 
for hospital care, for health 
care, and now they have put 
in another tax.” 

EDUCATION 

Jean said he would respect 
the autonomy of local trust¬ 
ee boards when it comes 
to spending education dol¬ 


lars. In recent days, concerns 
have been raised about the 
Tory government freezing 
available operating reserves 
and ordering that cuts be 
made to close funding short¬ 
falls. 

“We believe more power 
should be at the local level 
... but that obviously has to 
be consistent with the macro 
view from the province on 
how we educate our children, 
especially in the public school 
system, which has to remain 
open and free,” Jean said. 

The Wildrose leader also 
vouched support for the con¬ 
tentious Bill 10, which re¬ 
quires all schools to support 


the establishment of student- 
run gay-straight alliances. 

“The bill is there, the bill 
is there to stay.... We support 
that bill at this stage, for cer¬ 
tain,” he said, adding he be¬ 
lieves bullying in schools is 
a “serious problem.” 

“I have many friends and 
family members that are gay 
and I don’t believe it’s right 
that people abuse those in¬ 
dividuals and taunt them or 
individualize them,” Jean said. 
“I myself have seen that for 
years and I won’t tolerate 
that.” 

POST-SECONDARY 

Jean said he sees no imminent 


need to change the provincial 
tuition cap, which is currently 
tied to the rate of inflation. 
Rumours have swirled that 
students could be on the hook 
to cover more of their post¬ 
secondary schooling costs in 
the coming years. 

Jean said he would also con¬ 
sider adding “restrictions” on 
what institutions can charge 
for services outside of tuition. 
Alberta students currently 
fork over more in non-instruc- 
tional fees than students in 
any other Canadian province. 

“We believe the less taxes 
on students especially, the 
better off we all are,” Jean 
said. 


FLOOR-CROSSERS 

The Wildrose party was hit 
hard this past year as Dan¬ 
ielle Smith, its former lead¬ 
er, crossed the floor to the 
PCs, taking much of the party 
with her. 

Jean said that won’t hap¬ 
pen again and all of his can¬ 
didates have pledged to pay 
a substantial penalty if they 
cross the floor. 

“That means if I cross the 
floor or if another member of 
the caucus crosses the floor, 
they have to pay the Wildrose 
$100,000 in liquidated dam¬ 
ages,” he said. 

Jean said nothing in this 
proposal would stop someone 


from sitting as an independ¬ 
ent or voting differently than 
the party, but he added the 
floor-crossers who left last 
year weren’t taking a prin¬ 
cipled stand. 

“They did that for personal 
gain. There was a promise of 
cabinet positions and secure 
nominations.” 

Jean said his party would 
also not take floor crossers 
into its ranks. 

MUNICIPAL FUNDING 

Cities would have more to do 
under a Wildrose government 
leader, Jean said. 

“There is more money for 
cities,” he said. “There is more 
money under our plan to do 
more things.” 

Jean said the Wildrose 
would rely on it’s 10-10 plan, 
giving cities 10 per cent of tax 
revenues and 10 per cent of 
surpluses to build new infra¬ 
structure, with no strings at¬ 
tached. 

“I believe the best decisions 
are made at the local level. 
Municipalities make much 
better decisions,” he said. 

Jean pointed to his work 
as a federal MP pushing for 
the gas-tax fund as proof of 
his commitment. 

“I was one of the biggest 
proponents of the gas-tax 
model of funding. The gas- 
tax model of funding actually 
gets per-capita funding right 
to municipalities,” he said. 

METRO 
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Son top ofmlnd In 
quest to fix health care 


As Brian Jean campaigns 
across Alberta to bring the 
Wildrose to victory, he car¬ 
ries two things — a binder 
from his time in the House of 
Commons, which he’s quick 
to say he paid for, and the 
memory of his son. 

Just weeks before the cam¬ 
paign, Jean’s 24-year-old son 
Michael died of lymphoma. 
His son’s illness was a mys¬ 
tery to the family for months. 
Jean said Wednesday the way 
Alberta’s health-care system 
failed his son is a big part of 
why he is running. 

“My son died because they 
wouldn’t get a test, a $2,000 
test.” 

Jean said he told staff he 
would do anything when his 
son was admitted in Novem¬ 
ber, including paying out of 
pocket if need be. 

“My son is the most im¬ 
portant thing in my life and I 
will borrow and do whatever 
I can do for him,” he said he 
told staff. 

He said after several mis¬ 
diagnoses, a frontline worker 
finally told him what needed 
to be done, but it was too late. 

“Finally this woman told 


me she would be fired, but 
there was a $2,000 test, which 
I ordered the same day, and 
it was too late and he died,” 
he said. 

He said he found out that 
test was lost to bureaucracy, 
which is why it didn’t happen. 

“That test had to go through 
a 30-day approval by the Al¬ 
berta government, and that 
meant it had to go in front of 
a bureaucrat or a board and I 
think that’s wrong.” 

Jean said his son’s case illus¬ 
trates the problems facing 
the system, because that test 
wouldn’t have just helped his 
son — it could have moved 
him out of hospital. 

“If you get a $2,000 test 
done, then you get this guy 
out of the hospital instead of 
waiting and spending hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars,” he said. 

He said the overly managed 
system puts too much focus 
on process and not enough 
on results, and he would flip 
that around. 

“You concentrate on heal¬ 
ing the person, not just treat¬ 
ing the person.”

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Transgender kids find support

EQUALITY 

More parents 
choosing to 
accept, not 
condemn 

Charlie was just three years old, 
sitting in the tub at bath time, 
when she looked up at her mom 
and asked: “Will my penis ever 
disappear? When will it shrink?” 

It was a pivotal moment for 
the family, and the beginning of 
a journey that would see Charlie 
the boy transition into Charlie 
the girl. 

“It was one of those deer-in- 
the-headlights moments for par¬ 
ents because you go, ‘How do I 
answer that?”’ recalls Charlie’s 
mother, Anne Lowthian. 

“So I looked at Charlie and 
said, ‘Is that what you want?’ 
And she said, ‘Yes, because I’m 
a girl.’” 

Lowthian says she and her 
husband, Chris Riclcert, talked 
about it. 

“We were concerned, because 
we thought what’s this going to 
mean for her if she truly identi¬ 
fies as a girl? We had no experi¬ 


ence with transgender, we had 
no idea what it was.” 

Believing it was important 
for their child to freely express 
herself, they didn’t blink when 
Charlie, then 4, went to pre¬ 
school in their rural eastern On¬ 
tario community dressed as a 
boy, but wearing nail polish and 


pink and purple clothes. She told 
teachers she was really a girl. 

“They ostracized her,” Lowth¬ 
ian says of school administrators. 

And then there was the bully¬ 
ing by other kids. 

“They hurt me physically and 
verbally,” says Charlie, now 9. 
“They’d give me noogies, they’d 


punch me, they’d bite me. They 
called me names. They started 
calling me ‘girlish boy.’” 

The family, who lost longtime 
friends over their decision not 
to make their child “conform,” 
moved to Ottawa and found a 
supportive school for Charlie, 
who entered Grade 1 living full¬ 


time as a girl. 

“It was wonderful to watch,” 
says Lowthian. “You’ve never 
heard a girl squeal with delight 
like Charlie did when she got her 
first princess dress, and then all 
the dresses after that. And how 
much fun is it to go shopping 
with a child who is so thrilled 
to be looking in the mirror at a 
person they actually like ... To 
see her get up and go to school 
eveiy day confident in who she 
was and happy to be who she 
was, it was just thrilling.” 

Until recently, a mismatch be¬ 
tween biological sex and gender 
identity had been deemed a men¬ 
tal disorder in the psychiatric 
bible known as the Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual. But the 
latest version, the DSM-5, re¬ 
named the phenomenon gender 
dysphoria, defined as a persistent 
conflict and discomfort with 
one’s biological sex. 

Meanwhile, Ontario NDP MPP 
Cheri Dinovo tabled a bill that 
would ban reparative therapy 
for sexual orientation or gender 
identity in those 18 and under 
and delist it as an insured service. 
Bill 77 passed second reading 
April 2 and was sent to commit¬ 
tee. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Q STATISTICS 

There are no solid statistics 
on how many children and 
adults feel their gender is at 
odds with their physical sex, 
but worldwide estimates 
range from one in 200 to 
one in 500. 

The figures don't surprise 
Dr. Stephen Feder, head of 
CHEO's Gender Diversity 
Clinic. Doctors spend time 
getting to know the child or 
youth, and obtaining cor¬ 
roborating information from 
parents. One study sug¬ 
gests that three-quarters 
of children who present as 
the opposite gender revert 
back, though it's a figure he 
tends to take "with a grain 
of salt" because the reasons 
can be varied. 

"We're talking about the 
kid in the moment, not the 
kid four years from now. So 
the issue is how do you sup¬ 
port that child where they 
are now. And you do that as 
you would for any child, by 
trying to support them 100 
per cent." the Canadian press

Two teens to remain 
in custody: Officials 


Two 18-year-olds will remain 
in custody in Montreal until at 
least next Monday because au¬ 
thorities fear they will commit a 
terrorism-related offence. 

No charges have been filed 
against the man and woman, 
who both appeared briefly in 
court Wednesday 

Federal prosecutor Lyne De- 
carie would not comment on 
the evidence against El Mahdi 
Jamah and Sabrine Djaermane. 

But Decarie described their 
arrests Tuesday as a preventive 
measure that is justified “when 
police have reasonable grounds 
to fear that a person will com¬ 
mit a terrorist act.” 

Decarie told reporters she in¬ 
tends to seek peace bonds which 
will set out conditions the two 
must agree to. 

Marc Giroux, Jamali’s lawyer, 
said outside the courtroom it 
was the first time he has had

to deal with such a case and 
that the countiy’s police forces 
have become more sensitive in 
recent months. 

“What’s going on in the 
world, and especially what went 
on in Ottawa and Saint-Jean-sur- 
Richelieu, the police officers are 
kind of sensitive to that reality 
and I think it’s kind of normal,” 
he said.

Diplomat’s teen son 
to be tried as adult 


A Canadian diplomat’s teenage 
son accused of involvement in 
a drug-related shootout that 
killed his older brother in Flor¬ 
ida has been charged with mur¬ 
der and will be tried as an adult. 

A Miami-Dade County grand 
juiy indicted 15-year-old Marc 
Wabafiyebazu on first-degree 
felony murder charges Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Wabafiyebazu’s defence law¬ 
yer, Curt Obront, said his client 
will plead not guilty. 

“We have confidence in the 
criminal justice system,” Obront 
said. 

Wabafiyebazu was arrested 
on March 30 after the shoot¬ 
ing deaths of his 17-year-old 
brother, Jean, and 17-year-old 
Joshua Wright. The indictment 
returned Wednesday charges 


that Wright and Jean Wabafi¬ 
yebazu shot each other. 

The grand jury also indicted 
two other young men involved 
in the alleged drug deal on fel¬ 
ony murder charges. 

Media reports say Wabafi¬ 
yebazu, who is being held in 
juvenile detention, will now 
be moved to an adult jail to 
await trial. 

Wabafiyebazu’s lawyer has 
said his client — whose moth¬ 
er is Roxanne Dube, a long¬ 
time Canadian diplomat who 
recently became general consul 
in Miami — plans to plead not 
guilty to any charges in the case. 

Under Florida law, all sus¬ 
pects involved in committing 
a crime can be charged with 
murder if it leads to a killing.

The relationship between India 
and Canada is now back on track, 
Indian Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi announced Wednesday 
after signing a number ofbilat¬ 
eral agreements, including a deal 
to buy Canadian uranium to fuel 
his countiy’s power reactors. 

Modi and Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper agreed Wednesday 
the deal is just a first step towards 


deepening economic ties, and 
that the relationship between 
the two countries hasn’t yet lived 
up to its potential. 

“Canada is a major Asia-Pacific 
power and should play a more 
active role, including in regional 
institutions,” Modi said, standing 
next to Harper. 

Harper said he agreed: “It’s 
not where we want it to be, but 
it is growing.” 

Under the nuclear deal, India 
will buy more than 3,000 tonnes 
of Saskatchewan uranium. 

Saskatchewan Premier Brad 
Wall, who was on hand for the 
announcement, said the deal, 
estimated to be worth hundreds 
of millions of dollars, would be

a boon for his province. 

“For an employer of 4,000 
people in the province — 45 
per cent of them First Nations 
and Metis — it’s a great day for 
Saskatchewan.” 


The contract with Cameco 
Corp. is one of a number of agree¬ 
ments that were announced Wed¬ 
nesday, after Harper welcomed 
Modi to Parliament Hill amid 
full militaiy honours, including 
a 19-gun salute. 

The deals include pledges to 
co-operate in the areas of civil 
aviation, railway transportation 
and education and skills develop¬ 
ment, as well as space, social 
security and maternal, newborn 
and child health.

Assassin may 
have planned 
details during 
Montreal trip 

The assassination of U.S. 
President Abraham Lincoln 
is an undisputed cornerstone 
of American histoiy, but those 
who have studied the event 
suggest both the origin and 
ending of that seminal mo¬ 
ment have ties to Canada. 

Some historians suspect the 
groundwork for a plot to kill 
the U.S. Civil War president 
was partially laid in a Canadian 
city that had become a haven 
for his political foes. 

When a simplified version of 
that plot succeeded 150 years 
ago in April 1865, they say it 
was a Canadian who ultimate¬ 
ly led the effort that brought 
down Lincoln’s assassin. 

Historian John Boyko re¬ 
searched Canada’s direct con¬ 
tribution to the 19th-century 
conflict in his book Blood and 
Daring: How Canada Fought 
the American Civil War and 
Forged a Nation. 

He said John Wilkes Booth, 
the American stage actor 
whose fame shifted to infamy 
after killing the president, had 
long been conspiring to bring 
down the anti-slaveiy, union 
government. 

Boyko said Booth’s plans al¬ 
most certainly came under dis¬ 
cussion when the actor made 
a nine-day visit to Montreal in 


October 1864. 

“What Booth was trying to 
do was put together a team of 
people that could arrange the 
kidnapping, later the assas¬ 
sination, of Lincoln,” Boyko 
said in a telephone interview 
from Lalcefield, Ont. 

“It was veiy difficult to do 
in Washington because there 
were so many spies for the 
government. But if you go to 
where other Confederate spies 
are, then you know that you 
don’t necessarily have to watch 
your back like you were in 
the United States and that you 
were going to have the kind 
of... people that are going to 
back you in the enterprise. 
The best place to do that was 
Montreal.” 

History shows that Amer¬ 
ican southerners opposed to 
Lincoln’s policies were able 
to find safe haven with their 
northern neighbour, which 
was officially not involved in 
the Civil War. 

University of Toronto pro¬ 
fessor Robert Bothwell said 
both Toronto and Montreal 
emerged as particular hubs 
of anti-union activity, adding 
that Confederate President Jef¬ 
ferson Davis eventually made 
Montreal his home in the years 
after his cause was defeated. 

Bothwell said Confederate 
sympathizers likely found 
pockets of strong support for 
their views in Canada, where 
British-born colonialists who 
shared their pro-slavery senti¬ 
ments had also developed some 
anti-American feelings of their

B.C.’s highest court has ruled 
that First Nations can launch 
lawsuits to protect their terri¬ 
tory from private parties even 
if they haven’t proven aborig¬ 
inal title. 

The Court of Appeal has over¬ 
turned a lower-court judgment 
that denied a lawsuit seeking 
damages for breached prop¬ 
erty rights on the basis that 
aboriginals had to first estab¬ 


lish their title. 

The decision centres on two 
northwestern B.C. First Nations 
based downstream of the Ken¬ 
ney hydroelectric dam, operated 
by Rio Tinto Alcan since the 
1950s. The Sailc’uz and Stellat’en 
First Nations argue the dam 
causes nuisance and breaches 
their rights to the natural water¬ 
way that runs through their

The H5 bird-flu viruses crossing 
North America may be around 
for a while, avian-influenza ex¬ 
perts warn. 

The coming nesting season, 
which will see wild birds con¬ 
verge on breeding grounds in 
Northern Canada and Alaska, 
could further spread the virus in 
wild bird populations and pro¬ 
duce a new wave of outbreaks 
in poultry operations when the 


birds fly south in the fall, they 
suggested Wednesday. 

It’s not completely clear 
what route the highly patho¬ 
genic H5 viruses took to get to 
North America, though the sus¬ 
picion is that infected wild birds 
brought this family of Asian 
bird-flu viruses to North Amer¬ 
ica, perhaps through northern 
Russia and Alaska.

Feared drowning of 400 ^ ters 
migrants raises alarms sefee 



SHIPWRECK 

Mediterranean 
most deadly 
sea route used 
by refugees 

The feared drowning of 400 
migrants in a shipwreck this 
week in the Mediterranean Sea 
— one of the deadliest such 
tragedies in the last decade — 
raised alarms Wednesday amid 
an unprecedented wave of mi¬ 
gration toward Europe from 
Africa and the Middle East. 

The UN refugee agency ex¬ 
pressed shock at the scale of 
the deaths in Monday’s capsiz¬ 
ing and renewed calls on Euro¬ 
pean governments to redouble 
search and rescue efforts, while 
the International Organiza¬ 
tion for Migration maintained 
that the situation had reached 
“crisis proportions.” 

The Mediterranean “has 
emerged as the most danger¬ 
ous” of four major sea routes 
used by the world’s refugees 
and migrants, taken by 219,000 
people last year, UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees Antonio 
Guterres said. 

The Italian Coast Guard res¬ 
cued some 140 people off the 
coast of Libya on Monday and 
recovered nine bodies, but 
could see immediately from 
the size of the capsized smug¬ 
gler’s boat that there had likely 
been hundreds more on board. 

The rescue was made during 
a five-day surge that saw Ital¬ 
ian ships save nearly 10,000 
people at sea since Friday — 
an unprecedented rate in such 
a short period, according to 
Cmdr. Filippo Marini, a Coast 
Guard spokesman. The num¬ 
ber is only likely to grow, with 


summer weather encouraging 
even more people fleeing pov¬ 
erty and conflict to make the 
perilous crossing. 

Survivors of Monday’s ship¬ 
wreck reported that as many 
as 550 people were on board, 
according to aid workers. 

“Of course this is an es¬ 
timate. No one who travels 
knows exactly the number. 
They don’t get a ticket that 
says: No. 550,” said Barbara 
Molinario, the UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees spokes¬ 
woman in Italy. 

Accounts by survivors, most¬ 
ly sub-Saharan Africans, indi¬ 


cate the ship capsized when 
men on the upper deck rushed 
to wave down a ship they be¬ 
lieved to be a rescue vessel, said 
IOM spokesman Joel Millman 
in Geneva. 

“Many were waving and ges¬ 
ticulating to get attention and 
that caused the vessel to cap¬ 
size, with the speculation that 
women and children who were 
below deck were drowned in¬ 
stantly,” Millman said. 

The rescued migrants ar¬ 
rived Wednesday at the south¬ 
ern Italian port of Corigliano, 
where aid workers dressed in 
white protective jumpsuits. 


gloves and masks worked to 
process them. 

A precise accounting of the 
number of dead will never be 
known: The search operation 
was called off after the recov¬ 
ery of just nine bodies due to 
the depth of the sea, meaning 
there will be no body count to 
verify survivors’ accounts, as is 
nearly always the case. 

“For all of these things, we 
rely on the consistency of the 
reports we get, but we know 
these people have been trauma¬ 
tized and through terrible 
things,” Millman said.

The UN Refugee Agency 
estimates 3,500 migrants 
died in the Mediterranean 
last year, up from 600 in 
2013. With few bodies 
recovered, many deaths 
are never officially 
confirmed. Instead, their 
fates are recounted by 
survivors and, in cases 
when boats are lost at sea 
without any rescue 
attempt, by relatives who 
report their failure to 
arrive in Europe. 


ISIL extremists launched an 
offensive Wednesday in Iraq’s 
western Anbar province, cap¬ 
turing three villages near the 
provincial capital of Ramadi in 
what was the most significant 
threat to the city by the Sunni 
militants to date. 

The militants’ push comes 
after ISIL was dealt a major 
blow earlier this month, when 
Iraqi troops routed the group 
from Tikrit, Saddam Hussein’s 
hometown. 

Wednesday’s fighting 
could also further threaten 
Ramadi, 115 kilometres west 
of Baghdad. Nearly a decade 
ago, Ramadi was one of the 
strongholds of the insurgency 
in the U.S.-led war in Iraq. It 
now is mostly held by Iraqi 
government forces, although 
militants control some parts 
of it, mainly on the outskirts. 

In a dawn advance, ISIL ex¬ 
tremists seized the villages 
of Sjariyah, Albu-Ghanim and 
Soufiya, which had also been 
under government control 
until now, and residents said 
they had to flee their homes. 
Fighting was also taking 
place on the eastern edges of 
Ramadi, about two kilometres 
from a government building, 
they added. 

In Soufiya, the militants 
bombed a police station and 
took over a power plant. The 
residents, who spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity because 
they feared for their safety, 
said airstrilces were tiying to 
back up Iraqi troops. 

Around noon Wednesday, 
the militants opened another 
front with government troops 
on three other villages to the 
northeast of Ramadi, the resi¬ 
dents added.

New questions in death of prosecutor

U.S. military 
trying to 
identify Pearl 
Harbor dead 

Tom Gray’s family has waited 
for more than 70 years to bring 
home the remains of his cousin 
who was killed in the Japanese 
bombing of Pearl Harbor. 

On Tuesday, they got a step 
closer when the military an¬ 
nounced it would exhume and 
attempt to identify the remains 
of almost 400 sailors and Mar¬ 
ines from the USS Oklahoma 
who were buried as unknowns 
after the war. 

Gray’s cousin, Edwin Hop¬ 
kins, of Swanzey, N.H., was a 
19-year-old fireman third class 
on board the USS Oklahoma 
when the battleship was hit 
by nine torpedoes and capsized 
on Dec. 7, 1941. His remains 
weren’t identified and his family 
was told he was missing. 

Grey said Hopkins’ mother 
never accepted that. She believed 
he had amnesia and he would 
show up one day, Gray said. 

Hopkins’ parents, Frank and 
Alice Hopkins, put his name on 
their headstone in Keene, N.H„ 
thinking he would join them 
one day, Gray said. 

They did so, “just waiting for 
him to come home,” Gray said. 
Altogether, 429 sailors and

Marines on board the Oklaho¬ 
ma were killed. Only 35 were 
identified in the years immedi¬ 
ately after. 

Hundreds were buried as un¬ 
knowns at cemeteries in Hawaii. 
In 1950, they were reburied as 
unknowns at the National Me¬ 
morial Cemeteiy of the Pacif¬ 
ic inside a volcanic crater in 
Honolulu. 

The military is acting now 
because advances in forensic 
science and technology as well 
as genealogical help from family 
members have made it possible 
to identify more remains, said 
Lt. Col. Melinda Morgan, a De¬ 
fence POW/MIA Accounting 
Agency spokeswoman. 

Officials plan to begin the 
work in three to six weeks, Mor¬ 
gan said. They aim to identify 
the remains of up to 388 service¬ 
men within five years. 

In 2003, the military dis¬ 
interred one casket from the 
Honolulu cemeteiy, common¬ 
ly called Punchbowl, based on 
information provided by Ray 
Emoiy, a Pearl Harbor survivor 
who has spent years doggedly 
scouring documents. 

Many remains were comin¬ 
gled when buried, and the mil- 
itaiy was able to identify five 
servicemen from that casket. 
But the coffin also contained 
the remains of up to 100 others 
who haven’t been identified. 

Grey said his family in 2008 
learned from a group of USS 
Oklahoma survivors that Emoiy 
had identified discrepancies in 
the records of the 22 buried as 
unknowns, including his cousin. 

The 22 are buried in about 
five graves at Punchbowl, Gray 
said. 

“Since then, the families have 
been fighting to have these sail¬ 
ors disinterred and brought 
home,” said Gray. 
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The discovery of a gun in a stor¬ 
age area raised new questions 
Wednesday about the death of 
prosecutor Alberto Nisman, a 
mysteiy that has rocked Argen¬ 
tina. 

Nisman’s former wife, San¬ 
dra Arroyo Salgado, said the dis- 
coveiy of the prosecutor’s own 
weapon bolsters her contention 
that he did not take his own life 
since he wouldn’t have needed 
to borrow the pistol that did kill 
him. 


The death gun was owned by 
Nisman aide Diego Lagomarsino, 
a computer technician who has 
said Nisman asked to borrow the 
weapon because he feared for his 
life and that of his daughters. 
Investigators say Lagomarsino 
is not a suspect. 

“This changes the investiga¬ 
tion,” Arroyo Salgado told a local 
station in talking about the dis¬ 
covery of Nisman’s pistol. 

Lead investigator Viviana Fein 
disagreed. “It doesn’t change the 


investigation at all” because it 
wasn’t the weapon that killed Nis¬ 
man, Fein told another station. 

Investigators say they have 
not yet determined whether Nis¬ 
man killed himself or was slain 
by someone else a few days after 
he had accused the president of 
covering up blame for the coun- 
tiy’s deadliest terror attack. 

Arroyo Salgado and Fein have 
frequently fought, via declara¬ 
tions to local media, about the 
investigation. Arroyo Salgado 


has criticized the slow pace of 
the probe, and hired her own 
forensic team to comb Nisman’s 
apartment. That team concluded 
Nisman was killed. 

Nisman’s mother found the 
gun recently in a storage room 
with her son’s things and told 
Fein about it late Tuesday dur¬ 
ing sworn declarations. 

Nearly three months since 
Nisman was found dead Jan. 18 
nobody has been arrested.

Possession of 
small amounts 
no longer cause 
for arrest 

Drug law amendments that 
partially decriminalize small 
amounts of pot and pave the 
way for a lawful medical ma¬ 
rijuana sector went into effect 
Wednesday in Jamaica, a coun¬ 
try where the drug has long 
been culturally entrenched. 

Justice Minister Mark Gol¬ 
ding described the reforms as 
“long overdue” on the Carib¬ 
bean island, where the drug 
is revered by members of Ja¬ 
maica’s Rastafarian movement 
and used regularly by many 
ordinary Jamaicans. Jamaica’s 
Parliament gave the amend¬ 
ments final approval in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The act makes possession of 
up to two ounces (56 grams) 


of marijuana, or ganja, as it’s 
known locally, a petty offence 
that could result in a roughly 
$5 ticket but not in an arrest 
or a criminal record. 

Cultivation of five or fewer 
plants by any household is 
allowed. 

And Rastafarian adults are 
now permitted to use mari¬ 
juana for sacramental purposes 
for the first time since the 
homegrown spiritual move¬ 
ment was founded in the 
1930s. 

In the late reggae icon Bob 
Marley’s old neighbourhood 
of Trench Town, a dreadlocked 
Rastafarian adherent known as 
Nature enjoyed a pipe stuffed 
full of “wisdom weed,” during 
a Wednesday morning smok¬ 
ing session. 

He said Jamaican police, fre¬ 
quently criticized for heavy- 
handed behaviour when deal¬ 
ing with young men smoking 
marijuana, will have to learn 
restraint. 

“The Babylon police used to

abuse the Rastaman for smok¬ 
ing the herb. But the times are 
changing and the agitation 
has to stop,” Nature said in 
the Trench Town Culture Yard. 

A new “cannabis licensing 
authority” is supposed to regu¬ 
late the cultivation and distri¬ 
bution of marijuana for legal 
purposes. 

However, it’s not clear when 
a regulated and taxed medical 
marijuana sector will get off 
the ground in Jamaica.

‘Entopreneurs’ 
hope to satiate 
the desire for 
insect dishes 

An increasing number of “ento- 
preneurs” are launching busi¬ 
nesses to feed a growing appe¬ 
tite for crickets, mealworms and 
other edible insects. 

These upstarts are tiying to 
persuade more Americans to 
eat bugs, which can be produced 
with less land, food and water 
than other sources of protein. 

At least two billion people 
worldwide already eat insects 
as part of their diet, according to 
the 2013 report by the UN Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 

Inside San Francisco’s La Co- 
cina, a commercial kitchen for 
food entrepreneurs, Monica Mar¬ 
tinez empties hundreds of live 
mealworms, each about two 
inches long, into a plastic con¬ 
tainer. She uses chopsticks to pull 
out dead ones before pouring 


the squirming critters on a tray 
and sliding them into an oven. 

Martinez started Don Bugito 
PreHispanic Snaclceria to entice 
American consumers with treats 
inspired by popular snacks in 
her native Mexico. Among her 
specialties are spicy superworms 
and chocolate-covered, salted 
crickets. 

“The idea is to offer another 
type of protein into the food 
market,” said Martinez, an art¬ 
ist and industrial designer who 
launched Don Bugito as a street 
food project in 2011. “The big¬ 
gest job that we have to do is 
to tiy to get more people to try 
our foods.” 

In addition to Martinez’s oper¬ 
ation, bug-based businesses have 
popped up in Berkeley, Calif. 
(Bitty Foods) and in Youngstown, 
Ohio (Big Cricket Farms). 

Oakland-based Tiny Farms is 
tiying to address supply crunch 
by developing more efficient 
ways to mass-produce crickets 
and other bugs. It eventually 
wants to create a large network 
of insect farms to supply food 
makers such as Don Bugito and 


Bitty Foods. 

“The goal is basically to make 
it easier and cheaper to produce 
industrial-scale volumes of in¬ 
sects that can be used in food 
products,” said Daniel Imrie-Si- 
tunayalce, a software engineer- 
tumed-entopreneur. “We’re real¬ 
ly just scraping the surface.” the

Under the guise of a ruling 
on the place of the prayer at 
Saguenay’s City Hall, the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada has 
put a mirror up to the face of 
all Canadian legislators. 

The onus for maintaining 
a secular public space is on 
them and not on the individ¬ 
uals who toil in the public 
service and/or who interact 
with their administrations. 

Moreover, neither the pres¬ 
ervation of a historical reli¬ 
gious heritage nor the notion 
that a given faith is that of 
the majority should override 
the principle of a neutral 
state. 

On that basis, the crucifix 
is more likely to eventually 
come down from the walls of 
institutions such as the Que¬ 
bec national assembly than 
lcippas, turbans and religious 
veils such as the hijab are 
to be banned from Canada’s 
federal, provincial or munici¬ 
pal workplaces. 

There is also little in the 
subtext of the ruling to sus¬ 
tain the federal case for a 
ban on the face-covering ni- 
qab from federal citizenship 
oath ceremonies. 

Wednesday’s judgment 
dealt specifically with the 
practice of Saguenay’s muni¬ 
cipal council to open its pub¬ 
lic meetings with a prayer. 
The court found that it in¬ 
fringed on the fundamental 
rights of nonbelievers. 


(j BACKGROUND 

The prayer 

"God, eternal and al¬ 
mighty, who has all power 
and wisdom, we are as¬ 
sembled in your presence 
to ensure the welfare and 
prosperity of our city. 

Grant us, we beseech you, 
light and energy to our de¬ 
liberations to promote the 
honour and glory of your 
holy name and the spirit¬ 
ual and material happiness 
of our city. So be it." 

The immediate conse¬ 
quence of that finding is to 
force Mayor Jean Tremblay 

— a devout Catholic who had 
cast this battle as nothing 
less than a religious crusade 

— to abandon the practice. 

The same goes for the 

dozens of municipal councils 
across Canada that begin 
their deliberations with a 
prayer of some sort. 

According to the Court, it 
is not because the text of a 
prayer is non-denominational 
that it is non-discriminatoiy 
or that it respects the prin¬ 
ciple of the neutrality of the 
state. 

The recitation of a prayer 
remains a fundamentally 
religious act, a fact about 
which the court had this to 
say: “... the state may not, by 
expressing its own religious 
preference, promote the par¬ 
ticipation of believers to the 
exclusion of nonbelievers or 
vice-versa. (...) A neutral pub¬ 
lic space free from coercion, 


pressure and judgment on 
the part of public author¬ 
ities in matters of spiritual¬ 
ity is intended to protect 
eveiy person’s freedom and 
dignity, and it helps preserve 
and promote the multicultur¬ 
al nature of Canadian society. 

(As an aside, the House of 
Commons prayer whose text 
is identical to the latest ver¬ 
sion used in Saguenay may 
be protected by parliament- 
aiy privilege.) 

The recitation of 
a prayer remains 
a fundamentally 
religious act 

This is just the latest chap¬ 
ter in an increasingly heated 
national debate over the 
balance between religious 
freedom and the secular 
character of Canada’s public 
institutions. In its unanimous 
ruling, the top court drops 
more than a few hints as to 
how it sees the way forward. 

Although it refrains from 
pronouncing on the place 
of religious symbols on the 
walls of public institutions, 
the judgment suggests that 
their presence — if chal¬ 
lenged — is unlikely to be 
saved by the argument that 
they reflect a historical or 
cultural heritage. 

That’s the rationale most 
commonly used to defend 
the crucifix that hangs on 
the wall of the national as¬ 
sembly. 


But perhaps the part of the 
judgment that will be read 
most carefully by justice of¬ 
ficials and their political mas¬ 
ters is the section that spells 
out that a neutral public 
space is not one that obliter¬ 
ates religious diversity. 

In paragraph 74 of the 
judgment, and almost as 
an aside to its core narra¬ 
tive, Justice Clement Gascon 
writes: “I note that a neutral 
public space does not mean 
the homogenization of pri¬ 
vate players in that space. 
Neutrality is required of in¬ 
stitutions and the state, not 
individuals.” 

He adds for good measure: 
“... a secular state does not — 
and cannot — interfere with 
the beliefs or practices of a 
religious group unless they 
conflict with or harm over¬ 
riding public interests.” 

That amounts to a red 
light flashing in the face of 
any government contemplat¬ 
ing — as Quebec recently did 
— the imposition of a secular 
dress code on its public sec¬ 
tor employees. 

It also suggests that the 
federal government, should 
it want the court to give its 
ban on face-covering niqabs 
at citizenship oath ceremon¬ 
ies a green light, may have to 
come up with a pretty com¬ 
pelling demonstration of the 
“overriding public interest” 
served by such a measure.

A NASA scientist thinks 
we're only 25 years away 
from evidence of alien life, 
whatever that might be. 

And that's only last week's 
news cycle. 

We are living in an unparal¬ 
leled age of science, and 
we're lucky to be here. It 
may have taken 3.3 million 
years since the first tools 
were made, according to a 
new finding out of Kenya, 
but it feels like science today 
is moving at warp-speed, 
and we get to witness all the 
incredible discoveries. 

Nearly 20 million people 
follow the latest news on Elise 
Andrew's I F—ing Love Sci¬ 
ence Facebook page, and she 
herself is a minor celebrity. 

Another famous science 
evangelist, the astrophysicist 
Neil deGrasse Tyson, has a 
new late night celebrity talk 
show, part of his mission 
"to reach people who didn't 
know they like science. Or 
people who knew they did 
not like science," as he told 
Metro's Dean Lisk recently. 

Amid science's rising popu¬ 
larity, there is rising skepti¬ 
cism. Tyson has butted heads 
with creationists and climate 
change nonbelievers on so¬ 
cial media, fighting "the rise 
of anti-science sentiment and 
the rise of science deniers," a 
group I feel sorry for, because 


of the fun they're missing. 

And of course, science 
isn't perfect. Government 
controls and corporations 
can influence the outcomes 
of studies. Researchers can 
be bullied for controversial 
beliefs, and there is still no 
equality of race or gender. 

Science also gets a bad rap 
for not making up its mind. 
Competing studies confuse 
us about whether wine is 
good for us, or running or 
chocolate or even weed. But 
its messiness is part of what 
Andrew loves. 

"In science, every question 
answered leads to 10 more. 

I love that science can never 
ever be finished," she said in 
a 2013 interview. 

I love that researchers 
working on male baldness 
recently found that skin cells 
can communicate with each 
other — through a study 
on plucking hairs. Science 
answers questions we didn't 
even know to ask. 

But maybe the best thing 
about science is how much 
awe it offers up — images of 
luminous galaxies or a new 
ghostly species of fish from 
the deep sea, bones from 
prehistoric time or stem cells 
that grow into human limbs. 

According to a recent 
study out the University of 
California, that feeling of 
awe is good for your health, 
in case you needed another 
reason to be grateful for this 
age of science.

CATWALK CONTROVERSY 

Size 6 Is most 
common in 
France, yet 
brands hire 
super-skinny 

France’s waif obsession means 
its fashion sector snubs many 
women with bigger body types, 
but there is no need for a ban on 
ultra-thin models, said the patron 
of a plus-size Paris catwalk show. 

“It’s a cultural blockage,” ex¬ 
plained Clementine Desseaux, a 
26-year-old French model who 
lives in New York. 

The size 10 brunette gets 
year-round catalogue and cam¬ 
paign modelling work in the 
U.S., where she emigrated four 
years ago, compared to rare jobs 
in France, as American depart¬ 
ment stores recognize that most 
women aren’t slim, she says. 

“In the United States, it’s a 
market apart. You can make a 


career as a plus-size model. In 
France, it’s not a career — it’s a 
hobby,” Desseaux said. “There 
are no clients.” 

But, she added, “it’s not for 
lack of demand: There are a lot 
of round women here. Paris¬ 
ian women are round, too. You 
mustn’t think they are all small 
and thin!” 

The data back her up. Accord¬ 
ing to the French Institute for 
Textile and Clothing, size 6 is the 
most-sold size in France, and 40 
percent of Frenchwomen wear 
size 10 or over. 

In an effort to rebalance the 
scales, Desseaux was the star 
model at the third Pulp Fashion 
Week this past Saturday and Sun¬ 
day in Paris that features larger 
women on the catwalk. 

Twenty-four models walked 
the podium in some 20 labels 
to show that fashion is not only 
for the slimmest of customers. 

Such initiatives are also held 
in North America, Britain and 
Germany, with greater success. 

The organizer of the Paris 
event, Blanche Kazi, said the 


refusal by major plus-size fashion 
labels was the main stumbling 
block. “They are the ones who 
could really shake things up with 
big sponsor budgets and financial 
partnerships,” she said. 

For all her morphological 
militancy, Desseaux is against 
France’s mooted legislation to 
ban ultra-thin models who are 
under a certain body mass index 
(BMI). The measure was voted 
on by lawmakers in the French 
parliament’s lower house, and 
could well become law if the 
upper house backs it. 

Desseaux, like other profes¬ 
sional models, believes that the 
natural thinness of many top 
catwalk models is being wrongly 
mixed up with the medical con¬ 
dition of anorexia. 

“For me, it’s just as dumb to 
say you’re too thin as it is too say 
you’re too fat — it’s the same 
thing,” she said. 

“The problem is not a model’s 
BMI,” she said, adding that a 
more concrete issue was the in¬ 
sistence of certain fashion labels 
to hire only underfed models, afp

Russia on Wednesday scrapped 
the release of a new Hollywood 
movie, just a day before it 
was to open, with the culture 
minister saying it insulted 
the nation. 

Child 44, directed by Daniel 
Espinosa, is a mystery thriller 
featuring a Soviet policeman 
investigating a series of gris¬ 
ly child murders 
in 1953. Its stars 
include Tom 
Hardy and Gaiy 
Oldman. 

The ministry 
said it made a 
joint decision 
with the film’s 
Russian dis¬ 
tributor not to 
release it after

and characters of Soviet cit¬ 
izens.” 

The ministry and the dis¬ 
tributor, Central Partnership, 
decided that it would be “in¬ 
admissible” to release the mov¬ 
ie in Russia in the run-up to 
celebrations marking the 70th 
anniversaiy of the victory over 
Nazi Germany, the ministry’s 
statement said. 

Culture Minister Vladimir 
Medinslcy said the movie cast 
the Soviet Union as “a sort of 
Mordor, populated by phys¬ 
ically and morally defective 
subhumans, a bloodbath on 
screen involving Ores and vam¬ 
pires.” He was alluding to the 
land of evil in J. 
R. R. Tolkien’s 
The Lord of the 
Rings. 

“That is how 
our country is 
shown, the 
country that 
has just won a 
great war, be¬ 
come a global 
leader and was 
close to launch¬ 
ing the first hu¬ 
man into space,” Medinslcy 
said in a statement.

Actress Amber Tamblyn writes 
about dead Hollywood actresses 
in her new book of poems. But 
Dark Sparkler is more than 
that. 

“The book is about the lives 
and deaths of celebrity women 
in a certain way, but it’s also 
about voyeurism, it’s also about 
projection, it’s also (about) ... 
what it’s like to be an object 
for a living,” Tamblyn, 31, said 
in a recent interview. 

Each poem is about a celeb¬ 
rity who died before the age of 
40, including Marilyn Monroe, 
Jayne Mansfield and Rebecca

It took Tamblyn six years to 
write, with a year off when it 
became too much for her.

Dark Sparkler is the third 
book of poetry by Tamblyn, 
who starred in The Sisterhood 
of the Traveling Pants films 
with Blake Lively, Alexis Bledel 
and America Ferrera and on TV 
in House and Joan of Arcadia.

What impact did writing 
this book have on you? 

Studying your dead peers will 
get to you. Plain and simple. 

Reading autopsy report 
after autopsy report and lis¬ 
tening to interviews.... It’s 
hard not to get obsessed and 
absorbed into that into the 
point where you start to lose 
your mind a little bit. 

Why did you focus on this 
dark topic? 

If anything, I wanted other 
young women to see how 
much (of) our interior pains 
are the same and at the end 
of the day what you feel is 


what I feel and it’s veiy simi¬ 
lar, but often times actors 
don’t really get to express 
that in a true manner be¬ 
cause of the way in which we 
are promoted or the way we 
promote ourselves. 

Do you think your next 
poetry will be lighter? 

I actually have started work¬ 
ing on my next book which 
will be a collection of love 
poems, so it will be the op¬ 
posite. Warm and cozy. 

You left a blank page in the 
book for Lindsay Lohan 
Why? 


I think that she is sort of cat¬ 
egorically one of the largest 
pop objects we have that 
we talk (about) and we pro¬ 
ject our own fears onto and 
project our own beliefs and 
judgments onto her and her 
life.

Writer goes down 
‘Nessie rabbit hole’ 


Renowned Canadian author 
Sara Gruen says it was the 
Loch Ness monster that led 
her to her latest story, At the 
Water’s Edge. 

In the new book, the Van¬ 
couver native — whose hit 
novel Water for Elephants 
became a 2011 film starring 
Reese Witherspoon and Rob¬ 
ert Pattinson — writes of a 
privileged American trio on 
the hunt for the Loch Ness 
Monster in Scotland during 
the Second World War. 

Gruen says she first became 
interested in Nessie when she 
visited the Scottish Highlands 
at age 12. 

“Of course at 12,1 was sure I 
was going to see the monster, 
so I waited and waited and 
waited — and didn’t,” she says. 

Then about four years ago, 
she was “procrastinating” on 
putting pen to paper (“I’m 
very, very good at writing- 
avoidance,” she says with a 
laugh) and found an online 
article about government se¬ 
crecy surrounding the lake 
creature of Scottish folklore. 

“There was an exhibit in, I 
think, Edinburgh of declassi¬ 
fied documents,” she says. 

“And one of them was a let¬ 
ter from Scotland Yard that 
indicated that nobody had 
any doubt whatsoever that 



the monster existed, and they 
were trying to figure out how 
to protect it from big-game 
hunters.” 

That sucked her into a long 
Nessie surf session online (her 
“Nessie rabbit hole”), followed 
by a trip to Scotland to start 
research for a new story after 
2010’s Ape House. 

At the Water’s Edge centres 
on young Philadelphia socialite 
Madeline (Maddie) Hyde, her 
husband Ellis and their friend 
Hank. They take a dangerous 
ship trek to Scotland after a 
posh New Year’s Eve bash.

TRIAL 

First-degree 
murder earns 
former Patriot 
life in prison 

Former New England Patriots 
star Aaron Hernandez was con¬ 
victed of first-degree murder 
and sentenced to life in prison 
Wednesday for a deadly late-night 
shooting, seahng the downfall 
of an athlete who once had a 
$40-million contract and a stand¬ 
out career ahead of him. 

Hernandez, 25, who had been 
considered one of the top tight 
ends in professional football, 
shook his head and sat down 



The jury deliberated for 
36 hours before 
rendering its verdict 


after the jury forewoman pro¬ 
nounced him guilty in the slay¬ 
ing of Odin Lloyd, a 27-year-old 
landscaper and amateur weekend 
football player who was dating 
the sister of Hernandez’s fiancee. 

Hernandez’s mother, Terri, 
and his fiancee, Shayanna Jen¬ 
kins, cried and gasped when they 
heard the verdict. Hernandez, his 
eyes red, mouthed to them: “Be 
strong. Be strong.” 

The former football pro 
was also found guilty on both 
weapons charges he faced. 

“The juiy found that he was 
just a man who committed a 
brutal murder,” District Attor¬ 
ney Thomas Quinn said after the 
verdict. “The fact that he was a 
professional athlete meant noth¬ 
ing in the end.” 

Lloyd was shot six times early 
on June 17, 2013, in a deserted 
industrial park near Hernandez’s 
home in North Attleborough. The 
motive has never been explained. 
Police almost immediately zeroed 
in on the former Pro Bowl athlete 
because they found in Lloyd’s 
pocket the key to a car the NFL 
player had rented. Within hours 


of Hernandez’s arrest, the Patri¬ 
ots cut him from the team. The 
team declined to comment on 
the verdict. 

Prosecutors presented a 
wealth of evidence that Hernan¬ 
dez was with Lloyd at the time 
he was killed, including home 
security video from Hernandez’s 
mansion, witness testimony and 
cellphone records that tracked 
Lloyd’s movements. 

Hernandez’s lawyer, James 
Sultan, acknowledged for the 
first time during closing argu¬ 
ments that Hernandez was there 
when Lloyd was killed. 

But the attorney pinned the 
shooting on two of Hernandez’s 
friends, Ernest Wallace and Car¬ 
los Ortiz, saying his chent was a 
“23-year-old kid” who witnessed 
a shocking crime and did not 
know what to do. Wallace and 
Ortiz will stand trial later. 

Hernandez faces further legal 
trouble: he is awaiting trial on 
murder charges in a 2012 Boston 
drive-by shooting. He is accused 
of gunning down two men over 
a spilled drink at a nightclub.
